A NEW ARTISTIC COLLEAGUE JOINS THE PRA 

We are fortunate in having a new colleague join our ranks. David Sankey is a gifted computer graphic artist 
and an example of his work can be seen on the opposite page. David has kindly allowed us to reproduce his 
interpretation of the alien landing at Valensole, France. The report of this incident is given below. 

The Valensole Case, 1965 

At about 5.45 a.m. on 1 July, farmer Maurice Masse was in his lavender field in France, near Valensole, 
when he heard a strange whistling sound. He was working in the field behind a pile of stones and stepping 
out from behind them, he saw an object shaped like a rugby football with a cupola on top, about the size of 
a Renault Dauphine car. The craft was standing on six legs, with a central pivot and from where he stood, 
he could see through an open doorway. He noticed that there appeared to be two seats, back to back inside 
the craft. 

Monsieur Masse first thought that the object was an experimental helicopter or craft of some kind, but he 
was then surprised when he next noticed what he took to be two eight-year- old boys bending over his 
lavender plants. He thought at first that they might be stealing his lavender as some had recently gone 
missing from his field. He later described the 'boys' as being less than four feet tall and clad in fairly dark 
grey-green one-piece suits. When the ‘boys’ noticed Msr. Masse approaching them they straightened up, 
and one of them pointed some kind of a 'tube' at the farmer which then immobilized him. 

Maurice Masse stood there, unable to move but with his senses still functioning. He noticed that the two 
‘boys’ had large hairless heads, smooth white skin, high fleshy cheeks and large eyes that slanted upwards. 
They had pointed chins and mouths without any apparent lips. They seemed to communicate with each 
other by making strange gurgling sounds that seemed to come from deep within their throats. “They were 
looking at me and must have been making fun of me,” said Maurice Masse in an unofficial statement he 
later related to Maitre Chautard, a local magistrate. “Nevertheless their facial expressions were not ill- 
natured, but very much the reverse.” Masse said that in fact he felt a great sense of peace exuding from the 
beings. 

Still unable to move Maurice watched as after a short time the humanoids returned to their craft and 
entered it through a sliding effects door. The legs of the craft whirled and retracted, as it slowly lifted off 
the ground and the machine took off It was a quarter of an hour before Maurice Masse recovered his 
mobility. Four days after the incident Masse suddenly collapsed, seized with an irresistible urge to sleep He 
would have slept on for twenty-four hours had not his wife and father woken him up. Masse found he 
needed at least ten or twelve hours sleep instead of his usual six or seven and this kept up for a period of 
several months. 

The ground where the craft had rested was soaked with moisture, although it had it not been raining and 
investigators found strange, geometrically spaced landing indentations in the soil, apparently from the legs 
of the craft. The case became even more remarkable when as the months went by, no lavender plants 
would grow at the landing site, (see photo taken six years later by a SIGAP member ). It was some ten 
years after the event before the lavender began to recover and grow again.

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Google Map Mystery 

18-May-2005 

The Google Maps satellite map of Magnolia Park, Florida shows a clear view of an unusual object 
floating above 39th Street in the town. 

The shadow on the object is similar to the shadows on the ground, meaning that it is in the atmosphere 
relatively close to the surface, probably no higher than 20,000 feet. 

There are no towers or unusual objects in the area that could account for the formation, which appears to 
be in rapid vibrational movement. Because of the unusual motion visible on its surface, it is not likely 
that this is a balloon. 

Without knowing its distance from the ground, it is impossible to determine the size of the object, but it 
would seem to be quite large, even huge. 

Calls to individuals living in the area and a search of news sources for 2005 revealed no reports of UFOs 
over Palm Beach or Magnolia Park this year. The last National UFO Reporting Center report for Palm 
Beach was in 1999. 

This is a confirmed unknown object in the air above a populated area in the United States, recorded 
sometime in 2005.

TRIANGULAR PERPESPECTIVES By Colin Saunders 


Six years ago my family and I had a close encounter with a Flying Triangle, since that experience I 
have done much reading and research into the subject of UFOs. This document is my personal 
observations and theories about the enigmatic FT, this is how it all began. 

March 1999, we had been out for a bar meal to a small village called Pailton in the Warwickshire 
countryside. There were four of us in the car that night, at approximately 9.30 pm we left the White 
Lion public house and headed home. We turned onto the Fosse Way near the village of Monks Kirby 
and immediately noticed some bright lights ahead of us. The lights were _ mile away and Just off the 
road to the left. The lights appeared as deep red, like a Rose red with a bit of white mingled in. 

We drove down parallel to the lights which I now estimate as being only 100 feet away! We had 
slowed right down by this point. I stared at the four lights which were in a row, but not level with the 
ground, 1 would say they were tilted at approx. 25% to the horizon. 1 stared into the light on the far left, 
this light was the highest side of the tilt with the far right light being the anchor point for the 25% 
angle. It was at this moment I also noticed a fifth smaller spurious light off to the left hand side (Pic.l). 



As I stared into the end light I could see a criss cross of lines a bit like a traffic light lens (Pic.2), it 
seemed to pulse very rapidly in a digital fashion, i.e. on off not up and down. As I was looking at this 
light and then the lights in general I noticed a shape start to appear around them, the edges looked like 
the sky was rippling but they and the body were, I believe, were transparent at that time (Pic.3). 1 could 
see the shape of a diamond around the lights, you needed a keen eye to make out this shape as you 
could sec the sky through it. As soon as I had realised there was an object there it tilted slowly upwards 
in a most peculiar fashion, like an airship or submarine, the object was now solid and fully materialised 
in a triangular shape. The tilt was not from the centre of the craft but from the rear, i.e. the rear end 
stayed where it was and the nose rose in the air (Pic.4). It was so low that if it had pivoted from the 
centre of the craft the rear would have struck the ground! I noticed the surface looked to be alive, it was 
like a lake of dark grey liquid similar to Mercury, the liquid although tilted quite steeply looked as 
though it had waves running up and down the surface, like ripples on a lake in a breeze. On top of this 
lake were silver lines running up and down the surface, they were like box sections raised off the 
surface which interlocked like an old fashioned maze (Pic.5 & 6) 




1 could see how the crafts top and bottom surfaces Joined to a lighter central core, like a sandwich. No 
nuts and bolts, rivets or welding seams visible. There were no apertures, no antennas or protrusions of 
any kind. It was immediately obvious to me this was not an earthly object. 














I was shouting stop, stop, let me out (I wanted to get even closer!) but the driver pulled slightly 
forward to enable her to reverse into a gateway off the main road. The result of this was that a large 
hedge momentarily blocked our view of the craft. I thought to myself if it s going to clear off now 
would be a good time and sure enough it did! 

We got out of the car and it was gone. We could see a large craft in the distance with strange red lights 
at the rear, it seemed enormous to me with a huge wingspan, at the end of each wing was a steady 
white light shining up along the top surface. It was very, very quite as we stood there, no smells of any 
fuel having been burnt. During the incident we never heard a single noise from the craft which was the 
size of a house hovering by the car. As we stood there traffic started to come up and down the road for 
the first time, no one else was involved. We checked our watches in case there had been any missing 
time, it was 9.50pm so that was ruled out. 


The next day was April fools day but this did not deter me from telling everyone I met about the UFO 
we had seen. 1 phoned the late Graham Birdsal at the UFO magazine who put me in touch with Omar 
Fowler, the respected Flying Triangle investigator. Flaving spoken to Omar we wrote our witness 
reports and sent drawings of the craft to him before he sent through copies of The Flying Triangle . 
To my great surprise there was a report of a Triangle from Stockis in Belgium from 1993 which clearly 
showed the same lines in relief on the bottom of the craft (Pic.7). Surely this was the same or similar 
series of craft? The coincidence was too great for me so 1 reproduced the bottom drawing of the craft 
(Pic.8) and used the Belgium sighting along with my own sighting of the rear and top to produce a 
scale model of the craft, complete with flashing lights. 1 could not understand the diamond shape that I 
had seen and instinctively built the model with a flat bottom (Pic.9).

1 gained quite a lot of information from this model, the first and most enlightening observation was that 
when you look at the rear of the craft and tip the nose down you end up with a silhouette of a diamond! 
(Pic.10) this would explain picture No. 3 above, the spurious small light in fact being the light 
underneath the nose at the front of the craft. I have referred to lights but they were not lights per sae, 
they did not emit light to the ground. The colour shown on the drawings is primary red but from _ mile 
away they appeared deep rose red, 1 do not believe they changed colour but more likely the colour 
varied with the focal point distance. The lines on the surface of the lights could have been generated 
from the light source itself, something along the lines of Newton s law of ring interference? 1 have seen 
a similar effect myself with a laser pen. Once the craft had disappeared there was no degradation left in 
the eyes, perfect vision.

The next obvious eonelusion was why the triangle appears as different geometric shapes to different 
people, I believe our triangle was equilateral, however this depends on the aspect you are looking from 
at the time (Pic.l 1). 



I have wondered about the lines in relief on the surface of the triangle and their possible purpose, they 
do not appear to be aerodynamic but we are not dealing with a conventional craft behaving to our 
known laws of physics. Although the crafts surface was shimmering like liquid mercury, the solid 
lines on top displayed no distortion at all. This would rule out the effect of heat or electromagnetic 
distortion. You can see that the pattern I have shown varies between my first drawing and the model, 
this is because 1 cannot recall the exact configuration, however the quantity and layout appears in the 
correct ratio as in Pic.5. One theory that came to me was that these raised lines could be used for 
docking to a larger ship (I now believe the large craft we saw in the distance was a mother ship that the 
smaller craft returned to). This possible docking technique may be confirmed by an article I read in 
Omar Fowlers journal of March/April 2002. A sighting was made near Titsey, Surrey by a Mr Herbert 
who stated he saw a large triangle about 200 yards wide and underneath he could see smaller objects 
attached (Pic.12). The only problem I have with this theory is what are the raised lines underneath the 
craft (Pic.7 & 8) used for? Maybe smaller triangles sometimes dock together?

The last six years have been very interesting for me, 1 have given several presentations to different 
groups as well as appearing on television a couple of times with my model. The result of this is many 
people have come forward to tell me of their own experiences, ordinary people who are not involved in 
the UFO world. I have also been encouraged by a 99.9% acceptance of our experience by everyone I 
have spoken too. Building the model helped me to understand and to come to terms with our close 
encounter, others have been through the same experience and below is a couple of examples of other 
peoples handy work.

And finally when is a triangle not a triangle, when it s a flying saucer! Yes believe it 
or not the last picture for your consideration is a front end shot of my triangular model 
(Pic.15) 



Conclusion. 1 have spent 30 years being a trained observer of electro mechanical 
installations and transferring these images into legible technical drawings. 1 have been 
involved with many projects worldwide and notably several years spent in the aircraft 
industry, 1 have received praise on the clarity and accuracy of my drawings on more 
than one occasion. 1 have absolutely no doubt in my mind that this craft was of 
extraterrestrial or inter-dimensional origin, but most likely both of these scenarios 
together. What you see here is an accurate scale model of a true alien spacecraft 
witnessed at first hand.

UFO NEWS FROM WEST BENGAL, INDIA 

The PRA has recently been contacted by Debamalya Gupta, a colleague in West Bengal, India. A keen

In my childhood back in the 80’s, my parents and I had the rare opportunity to witness two UFO events 
from our home in the countryside. We watched them from our home town of Santiniketan, West Bengal

It was about 8-8.30 pm , I was preparing lessons with my home tutor when suddenly my mother, who 
was sitting on the balcony, called for us to come out and see something unusual that was in the eastern 
sky.

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The Evening Sky 
July 2005 

The nights become slightly longer after the summer solstice but the increase in the hours of 
darkness only becomes perceptible towards the end of this month. The delicate sliver-blue 
noctilucent clouds are still visible over the northern horizon at this time and are well worth 
staying up to observe. You will need a clear sky and a dark observing area away from artificial 
light. Early in the month is good for observation, as there is no moon and thus no moonlight. 

The planet Venus is bright and visible until around 80 minutes after the sun has set. Mercury 
joins Venus early in July. The best time to spot Mercury is around the 9th. You will need an 
unobstructed view of the horizon, as Mercury is low in the north-eastern sky at evening twilight. 
Mercury, Venus and a two days old crescent moon form a mystical grouping early on the 
evening of the 8th. 

Jupiter is less favourable for viewing this month, setting by 11pm. A waxing crescent moon will 
be a couple of degrees south-east of Jupiter on the 13th. Saturn is lost from view but Mars is 
becoming more favourable and by mid-month, rises around midnight. The Earth is farthest from 
the Sun (aphelion) on the morning of July 5th. Full Moon occurs on the 24th. 

After the Sun sets, when does twilight end and night begin? Night never arrives at all at high 
northern latitudes, above seventy-five degrees, in July. The northern polar region is bathed in 
perpetual daylight. However, further south, twilight depends not only on your latitude but also on 
which kind of twilight you mean. ‘Civil’ twilight ends when the Sun is six degrees below the true 
horizon. Under a clear sky this is when most outdoor activities need artificial lighting. Nautical 
twilight ends when the Sun descends to twelve degrees below the horizon. At this point, a sea 
horizon ceases to be visible enough for a sailor to use a sextant to take navigational sightings. 
Astronomical twilight ends when the Sun descends to eighteen degrees below the horizon. This 
is when the last trace of the Sun’s afterglow disappears. In early July the Sun’s afterglow is 
present throughout the night. 

The stars on a dark summer night convey a sense of timelessness and we are caught up, 
feeling summer is endless, the peak of the year when little changes for weeks on end. 
Astronomically time moves slowly, our solar system is situated within the outer regions of a 
spiral arm about twenty light years above the galactic equatorial plane and 28 000 light years 
from the galactic centre. Viewed from Earth the luminous band of the centre of the Milky Way 
(the galactic equator) spans the constellation of Sagittarius and touches both of its neighbour 
constellations Scorpius and Ophiuchus. 

The Milky Way in July is an awesome sight to behold on a clear, dark night. Imagine travelling 
back to prehistoric times when our global population numbered under several millions and no 
sky pollution existed. What a sight our forbears saw, a giant ghostly cloud, whose power and 
enormity could barely be comprehended and whose distance unimaginable.
